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AUGUST 28—Cool weather, a “Wel- 
come Assembly of God” sign on the 
Public Auditorium and placards in 
shop windows greeted us on arrival. 

The 27th General Council was in 
session. Wednesday night General 
Superintendent R. M. Riggs brought 
the key-note message of the conven- 
tion. 

AUGUST 29—Thursday began 8 to 
9 a. m. prayer meeting conducted 
by Pastor A. A. Wilson of Kansas City, 
Mo. which contributed to the high 
spiritual tide in the meetings. 

The 10:00 a. m. business session 
opened with a devotional message by 
Pastor Frank Lindquist of Minneap- 
olis, Minn. Reports from our General 
Superintendent, General Secretary, 
and Departmental Reports followed. 

At 2 p.m. Proposed Amendment 
of the Constitution and Bylaws of the 
General Council were presented, dis- 
cussed, and passed. 

Evangelist Maynard S. Oss, speak- 
er of the evening, said, “When we 
lose the Glory — regardless of what 
else we retain, we have lost what's 
worth while. . . . Our Pentecostal 
youth can inherit our churches, doc- 
trine, etc., but they can’t inherit our 
experience with God..... 3 
AUGUST 80 — Arinzona District Su- 
perintendent J. K. Gresset was morn- 
ing speaker. Important business was a 
report on Denominational Credit. 
Briefly its purpose is to eliminate 
many appeals from General Council 
headquarters by the local church writ- 
ing into their budget monthly sup- 
port to the General Council in addi- 
tion to district and World Missions 
offerings. Brought to our attention 
was the meager support of Benevo- 
lences. Less than one-half of our 
churches have sent in an offering dur- 
ing the past five years. 

Pastor R. J. Carlson, Calvary Tem- 

ple, Seattle, Washington, was speak- 
er for the Home Missions Rally. Each 
district was represented on the plat- 
form. Quoting Pastor Carlson, “We 
are here to honor God — We have no 
other reason for existing.” 
AUGUST 31 — The morning devo- 
tional was brought by Pastor A. A. 
Wilson. He remarked, “Education 
and Sunday School is good. God puts 
no premium on ignorance but never 
drop down to a mere program. We 
need more than Sunday morning 
services.

General Council 


The Honorable Mark Hatfield, 
Secretary of State of Oregon, was in- 
troduced. He extended an invitation 
for the 1959 Council. 

The election of officers was first 
order of business. Our General Su- 
perintendent was re-elected by an 
overwhelming majority on the nom- 
inating ballot. Three of the assistants, 
T. F. Zimmerman, G. F. Lewis, and 
Bert Webb were returned to office. 
C.W.H. Scott replaced retiring J O. 
Savell, as fourth assistant. 

At 7:30 a C.A. Rally featured G. W. 
Hardcastle Jr. whose testimony has 
appeared in the C.A. Herald. The 
C.A. and Education Departments 
were represented on the platform. 
SEPTEMBER 1 — A most impressive 
communion and memorial service was 
held Sunday morning. Pastor A, M. 
Alber, of Des Moines, Iowa, spoke. 
J. R. Flower read the names of 120 
ordained ministers leaving our ranks 
by death since last Council. Tables 
the length of the platform held the 
communion service. R. M. Riggs pre- 
sided, the General Presbyters served 
the audience and were in turned serv- 
ed by the Executive Presbyters. 

2:00 p. m. a colorful procession of 
180 Missionaries, in native costume, 
were led by the Ohio Missionettes to 
the platform. The Missionary Board 
and District Directors were seated on 
the platform. After awards were giv- 
en to leading Missionary churches for 
Missionary giving, Willard Cantelon 
brought the message. A total of near- 
ly $58,000 for World Evangelism was 
reported. 

A crowd of over 5,000 attended the 
night evangelistic rally. Pastor James 
Van Meter was speaker. We quote 
him, “It is not enough that we give to 
evangelism, we must have a passion 
for the lost. The call is not to a fa- 
vored few, a bigoted cliche, or an 
elite society, but to whosoever will. .!” 

Grand Climax to the day was at- 
tending the live broadcast of “Revival- 
time” from the auditorium platform. 
C. M. Ward reported highlights of the 
convention. The vast audience par- 
ticipated in congregational singing. 
SEPTEMBER 2 — The morning de- 
votional message was brought by T. 
H. Spence, District Superintendent of 
Alabama, He said, “If we don’t stand 
in the gap, who will?” 

During the morning business ses- 
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sion General Secretary J. Roswell 
Flower was re-elected to office. M. 
B. Netzel replaced Atwood Foster as 
General Treasurer. The four regional 
Presbyters elected were Howard Bush, 
Dwight McLaughlin, A. A. Wilson, 
and Roy Wead. Representatives from 
Portland, Oregon, San Antonio, Texas 
and Memphis, Tennessee extended 
ps to the 1959 General Coun- 
cil.

Him. God efficiently streamlined the 
fish for their watery courses. The rain. 
comes down in little drops. Every- 
where we see God’s wisdom. But man 
is His greatest creation. He made man 
a living soul and He gave man domin- 
ion. God made man for a purpose. 
This purpose must be achieved 


through the home. God has no other 


plan. Divorce is the enemy to this 
plan. It is a destroyer. Therefore it is 
God’s enemy. 

Second, recognize you hold in your 
hands a great Book, the Bible. God is 
plainly the author. No human being 
could plan such a book. The Bible sets 
forth full instruction on how to live 
a life successfully and happily. No 
question in human life is unanswered. 
You and I are responsible to that 
Book! 

The Bible sets forth marriage. This 
institution belongs to God. It is the 
building block of society. God reason- 
ed that it was not good for man to be 
alone. He needed a home. So God 
made a lovely partner for man, and 
brought her to him, and the first home 
was formed. This is the teaching of 
the Word of God. All other teachin 
about co-habitation between man an 
woman is false. 
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Third, remember that in the unfold- 
ing of human life men and women are 
necessary to each other, Neither - is 
complete alone. The two complement 
each other. 

The home is the world’s finest uni- 
versity. Parents teach the children and 
children teach the parents. Parents in- 
still into the minds of the young the 
ideals and principles of life. Children 
teach parents such things as patience 
and unselfishness. No adult is really 
educated until he has been a parent. 

Fourth, reverence the fact that chil- 
dren come into life utterly helpless. 
Young animals can care for themslves 
a few weeks after birth. Not so with 
the child. Children must be nurtured 
and protected for years. The home is 
their haven. God planned it this way. 
Without a home a child doesn’t have 
a chance. 

Fifth, respect the fact that a great 
experience like marriage must not be 
entered into lightly or in haste. In- 
fatuation is one thing but love is quite 
another. Marriage cannot be built on 
infatuation. That which infatuates 
you today can insult you tomorrow. 
Be sure you want it! Something must 
grow on you. Marriage isn't made out 
of pulp-paper romance. Marriage 
must have elements in it that are di- 
vine and eternal. There must be ele- 
ments such as purity, nobility, pati- 
ence, temperance and kindness. Mar- 
riage must be predicated upon true 
love and not because two people are 
fond of each other or are attracted in 
some way to each other. Don’t marry 
until you are in love! 

Sixth, refer the decision to God. 
God wants to be counsel to your 
union. Next to salvation marriage is 
the most important experience of your 
whole life. If you want your marriage 
to be “a little bit of heaven” then let 
it start in heaven. Pray about it! Ask

God about it! Haste makes waste and 
nowhere more so than in marriage.

Seventh, resolve to think the thing 
through. There are important check- 
points. Analyze all the factors relating 
to marriage. Christians must marry 
only Christians. The Bible says so. 
Religious faiths are important. Dif- 
ference in denomination can be a big 
difference. Divided church allegiance 
means divided homes. Educational 
backgrounds and ages should be 
somewhere near equal. Do you have 
sympathetic interests? Use common 
sense! Your likes and dislikes aren’t 
suddenly going to change after mar- 
riage. 

Look at his dad! Look at her. 
mother! He'll soon be bald like his 
father. Shell soon be plump like her 
mother.

geon is across the lines of “Wory.” 
Jesus said, “Look at the birds — they 
sow not, neither do they reap nor 
gather into barns; yet your Heavenly 
Father feedeth them.” (Mat. 6:26). 

Circumstances sometimes seem to 
point to sure disaster. Like Jacob, one 
son Joseph surely killed by wild 
beasts, another Benjamin to go into 
Egypt perhaps to hecome a slave, and 
his eldest Simeon a hostage — “All 
these things are against me!” (Gen. 
42:36) Little did he realize that God 
was working out ‘all things’ in his 
favor. Peter says (1 Pet. 5:7) “casting 
all your care upon Him; for He careth 
for you.” If we only would believe it, 
“the government IS upon His should- 
ers” — that is the government of our 
lives, 

Paul says, “Be careful for nothing” 
—literally, ‘don’t worry about a single 
thing’ (Phil 4:6), for “WE KNOW 
that ALL things work together for 
good to them that love God, to them 
who are the called according to His 
purpose” (Rom. 8:28). Note that he 
does not say each individual thing 
works ‘for good’ by itself, but that 
taken ‘all together’ they work for our 
good. 

One of the great wrinkles in most 
of our spiritual faces is FEAR of the 
future — a lack of security. Social 
security programs, financial security 
for old age, world security from ulti- 
mate disaster — these occupy a great 
deal of the thinking of most everyone. 
We might well fear for the future, if 
we did not have a Master who knows 
what the future holds. “I do not know 
WHAT the future holds, but I do 
know WHO holds the future!” 

In the center of His will there need 
be no fear, for God does put a wall, 
hedge or fence about His own. Once 
satan told the truth when he said to 
God that He had put a hedge about 
Job (Job 1:10). And until God took 
away that hedge, satan could not 
touch him. And even then, while God 
permitted satan to torment him with 
sickness, he could not take his life. 
“My presence shall go with thee” — 
God said to Moses and Israel. “Lo, I 
AM with thee always, even to the end

of the age.” Jesus says to us. 

But this last promise brings to mind 
our last ‘wrinkle. How many times 
do we hear people say, “I don't think 
its worth it.

Across 
this wrinkle of doubt, the Surgeon 
cuts with the many words He spoke 
in many of His parables. Did you 
know that half of all the parables of 
Jesus deal with stewardship and the- 
reward motive? At the end, “it will be 
worth it all, when we see Jesus” and 
hear Him say, “Well done, good and 
faithful servant!” 

Salvation is wholly by grace, but 
after weve been caught up to meet 
the Lord in the rapture, we shall then 
stand before the judgement seat of 
Christ; that every one may receive 
the things done in his body, accord- 
ing to that he hath done, whether it 
be good or bad.’ (2 Cor. 5:10) We 
shall stand before the Judge whom 
we see in Rev. 1:14, whose eyes are 
‘like a flame of fire’ — X-ray eyes, 
looking down into the depths of the 
motives behind every action. For 
every ‘idle word’ He says we shall 
give account then. Words now whis- 
pered in the closet, shall be ‘shouted’ 
from the housetop. 

Some seem to think the Coming of 
the Lord will be a time of such glory 
that we shall forget all that has hap- 
pened on earth, But the Bible teaches 
that immediately after the rapture, 
every Christian will stand before this 
“judgment seat of Christ” and “give 
account of himself to God” (Rom. 
14:10-12). Is it possible that here 
there may be tears of remorse over 
our life of Christian service, in which 
our motives have been selfish — taint- 
ed with the love of the praise of men, 
love of power and authority, pride of 
talent, personal ambition, and_ big- 
otry? 

Oh, that we may put ourselves 
whoily in the hands of the Divine 
Surgeon who will take the scalpel of 
His Word, and cut across all wrinkles 
in our faith. Thus He will renew our 
youth. We shall bear fruit even in old 
age,

“Bethany Bible College has a facul- 
ty of one — the Holy Spirit.” 


This statement caught the eye of 
Bob Smith, (imaginary Bethany Bible 
College Student) as he slipped into 
the chair of his study desk. It was 
lettered on a file card and scotch tap- 
ed to the standard of his desk lamp. 
Beneath it was lettered John 16:12-15; 
I Cor. 2:9-16. 


Bob recalled the first time he heard 
these words. It was at the opening 
service of his first year. President 
Keys had risen to speak and this was 
his first sentence. Bob had smiled as 
he glanced at the faculty seated on 
the platform. He asked himself, 


“what are these men doing here 
then?” 
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As if he had anticipated his thought, 
Bro. Keys had explained the necessity 
of human teachers and the spiritual 
academic qualifications they must 
have. From those two passages of 
scripture he had expounded the basic 
reasons for education at Bible Col- 
lege. Instruction in spirituality ulti- 
mately involves the written Word of 
God and only two persons, you and 
the Holy Spirit. 

It was hard sometimes to see the 
correlation. Bob recalled memorizing 
long passages of scripture in Personal 
Evangelism. Bob chuckled to himself. 
but now he had a good foundation in 
the Word of God which he valued as 
an indispensible tool in preaching the 
Word of God. 

The constant emphasis and chal- 
lenge in class and out was for a posi- 
tive, constructive ministry of the Word 
of God. Bob found the entire four 
year course of study contributed to 
the single objective of preparing the 
student to preach the Word. 

Now, Bob thought, in a few more 
months preparation at Bible College 
would come to an end, Four years 
of Bible College study would be com- 
pleted.

Bob took a sheet of stationery and 
began to write. “Dear Mother & Dad. 
I’ve been wanting to write about our 
student revival here at school last 
week. Wayne Adams, C.A. president 
from Oregon was our Evangelist. The 
Lord certainly blessed as he minis- 
tered the Word. Classes were short- 
ened for three days so the students 
would have more time for prayer and 
worship. It seemed the whole stu- 
dent body made a new consecration 
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and dedication to the Lord. My 
heart was stirred as never before. I’ve 
been a little slow in mentioning this 
next bit of news but I wanted to be 
sure. I know now that the Lord is 
calling me to a foreign field. I don’t 
imagine this comes as a complete sur- 
prise to you for I have always had a 
real interest in missions. I am looking 
to Latin America and praying that 
God will make me an instrument of 
service in that needy land. 

I can recognize the Lord’s hand in 
many things leading me in this step 
of faith, My monthly preaching trips 
to San Jose’s mission to “down and 
outers’ these last months have been 
good pulpit experience. Than too I 


got to do some preaching while travel- 
ing with the school quartet. As you 
know, I am not a master preacher yet, 
but with the Lord’s help I'll do my 
part in the vineyard of the Lord.

through life. Don’t cheapen it! This 
is a good time to start planning.

and queen of the home. The Bible 
does not teach that woman is inferior 
to man. The Bible teaches that she is 
different. God made woman for the 
home. She has God-given instincts that 
are a thousand times wiser and more 
patient than those of her husband.

The Bible 
warns him to love his wife and to ad- 
monish his children.

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EUREKA’S NEW BETHEL ASSEMBLY OF GOD 

The Bethel Assembly of God Church was started in April 1955. After several 
weeks of services in Lodge Halls, an abandoned Catholic Chapel was found as a tem- 
porary location. Here this group of people worshiped for approximately one year, 
while preparations were made for a building program to get underway. A $514.00 
building fund was raised at first, and a $500.00 down payment was made on a 
building site. Within three months the Sunday School was over a 100, and the 


church was organized and accepted into the District Assembly fellowship. They 
accepted the Church Extension Plan, and a Building fund was established through 
subscriptions, in the amount of $14,800.00. Through the cooperation of several 
local concerns, building materials were secured at substantial discounts. In Septem- 
ber 1955, preparation was made for the foundation. Within eight months the con- 
gregation was able to move into their church building. lt was at this time, June 17, 
1956, the late W. T. Gaston, District Superintendent dedicated the Bethel Assembly 
Church unto our Wonderful Lord. Without Church Extension Plan, our church could 
not have materialized. It must be stated here that the courage and wisdom of our 
Pastor, H. C. Lafferty and the close cooperation of the Church Board, enabled this 
building program to be so successful. Through this building fund we’ve been able 
to pay our way, and we have received letters appreciating our business and our 
promptness in the payment of our accounts. Church Extension Plan made this 
all possible. The main auditorium has a normal seating capacity of 450, overflow 
crowds have numbered well over 500. There is yet room for a basement in the 
annex, and it is believed that the additional Sunday School rooms will soon be 
completed. The Church is stucco and plaster with asphalt tile floors. The main 
auditorium is equipped with light silver gray oak pews and with acoustical tile 
ceiling, which provides near perfect acoustics. The church has acquired an adjacent 
parking lot. The Church property has been appraised by local appraisers in excess 
of $100,000.00. The church has continued to prosper and several families have re- 
cently been added to the membership. For all this the entire church gives thanks to 
our Lord and Church Extension Plan. 


stupidity. Each of us must admit to 
faults and sincerely ask God to help 
us overcome such faults.
